Djibouti Twenty Franc 
Stamp Is Rare Error; 
Fifty Copies Known 


Word comes from several sour- 
ces concerning the illustrated Dii- 
pouti stamp in our issue of Feb- 
ruary 10th. The best information 
is that from Capt. Wm. H. Peters 
of Woodside, N. Y. who sends a 
page clipped from a recent price 
list of J. & H. Stolow of New 
York, in which they illustrate a 
block of four of the stamps and 
state that in sending this set of 
stamps to their new issue custom- 





ers, that one such customer had 
returned a set of blocks of four, 
they then discovered the lack of 
a figure of denomination in the 
stamps. But a single sheet of fifty 
were in their stock and all they 
have is the block of four since the 
entire sheet was broken up and 
sent to customers. ‘They state that 
they have been offered $200.00 
for the block, so that you collect- 
ors who got ene of these stamps 
have a mighty nice piece. 

It seems evident from the fact 
that this stamp was without val- 
ue, that these stamps must be 
printed from the same plate, in 
different colors for each value and 
that the values are then imprinted 
on the stamps at a separate op- 
eration. This could be proven if it 
is found that there is some slight 
variation in the position of the 
figures of value on stamps of the 
same denomination.

Investigation by members of the 
France and Colonies Group, spec- 
ialists society of collectors of 
French stamps, extending over 
several months, has brought to 
light much sure information on 
the nature of the “Richelieu” over- 
printed 1.50 franc Petain stamp of 
France and the similarly over- 
printed Senegal and Mauritania 
items. Official letters from several 
French sources clearly state that 
the “Richelieu” overprinted item 
was not authorized, nor was it re- 
cognized as valid for postage on 
letters mailed on the battleship. 

The few covers known with the 
France or Colonial items thus over- 
printed either had _ additional 
valid postage sufficient to carry 
them airmail, or were carried as 
surface mail regardless of the 
overprinted label attached. Dates 
of cancellation, dispatch and ar- 
rival postmarking’show that in no 
case did this label pay any air- 
mail or other postage. 

It is further known that the 
Overprinting was not donc on the 
ship or with the knowledge of 
postal or other officials connected 
with the ship, and that only such 
copies ever went aboard as were 
taken by a paid emissary of the 
person who manufactured them. 
The presence of the labels on cov- 
ers was ignored by postal officials 
in all cases. At best their standing 
is that of a private label to in- 
dicate intended air mail posting, 
exactly like many such provided 
by commericial air lines during 
pre-war days.

France And Colonies 
Specialist Group Says 
Richelieu Stamp Faked 


From several sources comes 
word that the recent Richelie 
Stamp is spurious, and all this in 
the face of <n insistent statement 
in the Western Stamp Collector 
by Nicholas Sanabria that the 
stamp is O. K. Mr. Sanabria will 
have to retract his words if pre- 
sent information proves correct 
for it is stated that at the Feb- 
ruary 3 meeting of the France and 
Colonies Specialist Group in New 
York, that evidence was disclos- 
ed which will prove conclusively 
that the issue was without sanc- 
tion and authority of the Free 
France government representat- 
tives and that the stamps were 
put out through connivance with 
a postal clerk on the ship. Ru- 
mor is that this clerk will face 
serious charges from the Free 
France government and it is to 
be hoped that if tais comes to pass 
that the nar-~ of the party who 
persuaded him to produce the 
stamps may become known. Ev- 
idence, properly documented to 
support the claim that the stamps 
are a fake, has been prepared for 
publication, we are told. 


Background For Beni 
Stamps Of Bolivia 
Issued In November 


As regards the Beni issue, I 
wish to state some data which 
might be of interest to you and 
perhaps be good enough for pub- 
lication: 

The 100th anniversary of the 
Department of Beni was on Nov- 
ember 18, 1942 but the festivals 
and the issue of the stamps were 
postponed up to Nov. 18, 1943, 
in order to prepare the celebra- 
tion in due form. It is a beauti- 
ful and strong country, the res- 
ervoir of the economic future of 
Bolivia. It’s tremendous natural 
riches have not yet been touched, 
and thus Beni is for Bolivi athe 
promise for a better future when 
in the future the systematic cul- 
tivation of the area will begin 
and cattle-breeding will be. de- 
veloped. Almost nothing has 
been done for the development 
of this Department. And never- 
the-less, Beni could produce meat, 
cotton, cocoa and other cereals 
in a proportion of a hundred 
times the needs of the whole re- 
public. The wood of its im- 
mense forests is not exploited 
and the country has to import 
all these things because no roads 
or railways connect the Beni De- 
partment with the rest of the 
Republic. Recently, the neces- 
sity of the United Nations for the 
rubber has ‘nduced the lana- 
holders of Beni to produce this 
important raw material, which is 
exported to the U. S. A. under 
contract with the Rubber Re-

monwealth offered for sale at the 
Philippine Philatelic Agency in 
Washington are reprints which 
have been manufactured for the 
collecting public since the ‘con- 
quest’ of the Philippine Islands 
by Japan”. 

Further statements 
Washington Star follow: 

This became known recently ag 
the result of investigation of rume 
ors circulated in Washington for 
several months past. Discovery of 
the truth of the reports was made 
possible by the intervertion of 
Secretary of the Interior Harold 
L. Ickes, himself a collector of 
Philippine issues. 

The reprinted stamps were ore 
dered by the Philippine resident 
commissioner in letters dated Feb, 
16, Aug. 12 and Nov. 1‘, 1942.-and 
April 6, 1943. On the authority of 
the director of the division of ter- 
ritories and islands possessions, 
the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, acting solely as a con- 
tractor, did the work. Existing 
plates were used. 

First delivery was March 30, 
1942, and consisted of “ordinary 
stamps, overprinted ‘Commone- 
wealth’,” series of 1934, 500 each, 
2, 4 and 5 peso denominations; 
series of 1937, 100, 20 peso; 
series of 1941, 100,000, 2 centavo, 
plain, and 100,000, 2 centavo, 
overprinted “O, B.” 

The second delivery, Sept.- 23, 
1942, includes: Series of 1934, 2,< 
000 booklets (48,000 stamps), 2 
centavo, overprinted “Common- 
wealth,” and series of 1941, 6,000 
booklets (144,000 stamps), 2 
centavo, plain. 

Nearly a year after the fall of 
Bataan and Corregidor, specifical- 
ly on March 8, 1943, the Bureau 
turned over to the Philippine 
Philatelic agency a third consign- 
ment of reprints among which 
were: Ordinary stamps. series of 
1934, 7,000 each, 2, 4. 6 8. 10, 12, 
16, 20, 26 and 30 centavos, 1, 2, 
4, and 5 pesos, and 1,000 each, 4 
and 5 pesos, overprinted “Come- 
monwealth’”; also the following 
commemoratives: First anniver- 
sary of the Con.monwealth, 1936, 
20,016 each, 2, € anc. 12 centavo 
denominations; 33d International 
Eucharistic Congress, 1937, 15.040 
each, 2, 6, 12, 20. 36, and 5C cen- 
tavo; Fourth Anniversary of the 
Commonwealth, “Triumphal 
Arch,” 1939, 20,000 each. 2, 6, and 
12 centavo, and same. “President 
Quezon Taking Oath of Office,” 
1939, 20,000 each, 2, 6 and 12 cen< 
tavo.

American Bombers May 
Have Destroyed One Of 


World’s Great Collections| + 





The almost continual pounding 
of the city of Berlin, Germany by 
A:-erican and -British - Bombing 
planes may have resulted in the 
destruction of one of the World’s 
finest stamp collection for it was 
located in the big German Postal 
Museum, internationally famous 
among stamp collectors for its 
great stamp collection. 

Had Germany been successful 
in its claim for the Ferrari Col- 
lection, this great accumulation 
might also have been in this Mus- 
eum for it is recorded that the 
collection had been willed to this 
museum but that the French Gov- 
ernment seized it as part of re- 
parations payment and its subse- 
quent sale at auction is now his- 
tory. The lone copy of the rare 
British Guiana was in this collec- 
tion and might have been in this 
German Postal Museum had it 
not been taken by the French. 

The German collection is a re- 
markable one and is said to have 
the largest collection of the early 
Mauritius held by an vone collec- 
tor. When the war is over. we will 
learn if this great collection was 
put in a safe place or whether it 
has been lost to the Philatelic 
world.

by Scott as Photogravure. These 
stamps have a feeling to the fin- 
gers of having a fine powdery or 
gritty surface at times. It is also a 
fact that when washed, they seem 
to lose some of the pigment from 
their surface. It should thus bé 
more readily clear to you and 
more understandable as you read 
this article and see how the ink 
is applied and how it is of greater 
depths in some places than others. 
Actually, the ink on these stamps 
does stand up in the same manner 
as the ink on an engraved stamp 
altho the elevation is so little to 
be almost unnoticed. 

Rotogravure is mostly done on 
big Web Presses similar to news- 
paper presses but the final para- 
graphs in this article explain sheet 
fed Rotogravure and_ it is like- 
ly that this is the process by which 
these stamps are produced. 

Rotogravure, which gets its 
name from a combination of the 
words, Rotary Photogravure, is 
an intaglio copper” plate process 
by which prints are taken from 
an inked copper deposited cylin- 
der, which has previously been 
etched to a depth corresponding to 
to the depth of tone of the origi- 
nal to be reproduced. When the 
cylinder is properly inked and the 
ink removed from the surface it 
will deposit on the paper, in print- 
ing, the depth of ink which was 
contained in the minute hollowed 
out portions of the metal. 

e word “intaglio” in the print- 
ing industry signifies that ink is 
transferred from letters and mat- 
ter below the surface of a plate 
and not from raised letters and 
matter, as in typographic printing. 

This may be visualized by con- 
sidering a smooth surface, such as 
the copper plate or cylinder, on 
which hollows have been formed 
by etching. Printing ink of low 
viscosity is applied to the surface 
and forced into the depressions, 
after which a flexible steel blade 
removes the surface ink but al- 
lows it to remain in the etched 
hollows, from which it is transfer- 
red to the paper as in copper plate 
printing. 

Unlike the halftone, in which 
there are no real tonal values at 


o|all, but only an illusion of them, 


brought about by the mixture of 
close-spaced areas of dead black 
and white, the photogravure print 
gives the shadow, middle tones and 
light tones due to the varying

thicknesses of the ink deposited on 
the paper. 

In gravure, the etched recess- 
es are so close together that in the 
printed impression the effect of a 
continuous tone is obtained at 
normal viewing distance. The re- 
cesses are uniform in size but vary 
in depth according to the strength 
of tone they represent. Thus on 
paper different tones are indica- 
ted by different thicknesses of ink. 

The following are, briefly, the 
steps which take place in the roto- 
gravure printing plant both pre- 
paratory and in the actual print- 
ing:— 

1. Photo negatives and positives 
are made from the original photo-

bring out certain details. . 

2. A complete page layout is 
made of the photograph, as well as 
line and type matter. 

3. The carbon tissue (a sensitized 
gelatine transfer medium) is now 
screened by contact printing in a 
vacuum frame with a 150 or 200 
line glass screen in which the lines 
are transparent and the dots 
opaque. . 

4. The complete page positive 
layout is now contact printed in a 
vacuum frame on the = screened 
carbon tissue. 

5. Wherever the light has acted 
upon the carbon tissue, the sensi- 
tized gelatine is hardened. Wher- 
ever the light has been held back 
in proportion to the varying tones 
in the photo positive, the gelatine 
remains in its natural soluble state. 
Therefor, the screen lines are 
hardened parts of the gelatine as 
are also the high lights. 

6. The carbon tissue is now laid 
down and adhered to the copper 
cylinder by means of water. It is 
developed and the paper backing 
removed from the gelatine by the 
further use of water. The gelatine 
part of the tissue which now re- 
mains on the cylinder is the ac- 
tual reproduction of the copy and 
its solubility varies in proportion 
to the tonal values of the original 
copy. 

7. The bare parts of the copper 
cylinder which carry no matter 
to be printed are now covered 
with acid resisting varnish. 

8. The etching process now. takes 
place, perchloride of iron of vary- 
ing densities being used. While the 
cylinder is slowly rotated over a 
drip pan, the etching solution is 
gently washed over the surface of 
the carbon tissue by means of cot- 
ton sponges. For the given etching 
time, the etching solution will pass 
through the caron tissue to vary- 
ing depths in the copper, depend- 
ing on the varying solubility of the 
carbon tissue. 

9. When the etching has been 
completed, .the carbon tissue and 
the acid-resisting varnish are re- 
moved from the cylinder and the 
cylinder is then thoroughly cleaned 
and polished. 

10. The prepared cylinder is now 
placed in the printing press where 
it revolves in a closed ink foun- 
tain and receives a fine spray of 
ink which has a high volatile ve- 
hicle. A fine steel blade (called 
the “doctor blade’’) oscillating in 
contact across the cylinder wipes 
the surplus ink from the unetched 
portions of the cylinder leaving 
in the etched cells, amounts of 
ink which naturally vary with 
the depths of the etching. The 
paper passes between the etched 
cylinder and an impression roll- 
er, taking the ink from the etched 
cylinder not only by impression 
pressure, but by capillary action. 
It is this actual depth of ink on 
the paper which gives the actual 
tonal values in the printed re- 
sults.

COVERS 

Several readers in recent weeks 
have brough up the subject of pre- 
cancels on COVER. Of course 
most of the Precancelled Envelope 
colectors save the entire cover and 
those few colectors that save BAR 
precancels generally keep the En- 
tires but aside from those two in- 
stances there is little Cover col- 
lecting in the precancel field. A 
specialist now and then saves an 
item on Cover to show some spec- 
ial usage or other point of interest 
but he in general does not ‘save 
his precancels on cover. In act it 
would take quite a building to 
house a precancel collection on or- 
iginal covers as many precanels 
comes on large packages and cor- 
rugated boxes. There can be no 
doubt that there are some very in- 
teresting covers bearing precancels. 
Most of these of course are in the 
advertising field and date from say 
the 1917 issue back as far as you 
wish to go. To say that there are 
no collectors saving precancels on 
Cover would be foolish because 
somebody always is saving the un- 
usual, but generally speaking pre- 
cancels on cover get little play 
from the dyed-in-the-wool precan- 
cel collector. 


NOTES 

Hoover Bros. have a block of the 
1%4c¢ Helena Mont. Presidential bu- 
reau in their last auction. This 
item has been very backward a- 
bout showing itself, and blocks in 
particular were non-existent till 
recently,—At least two collectors 
are interested in Paid Permits.— 
As yet I have seen few Flag 
stamps precancelled and absolute- 
ly none from an electro or type- 
set plate. I had thought that per- 
haps over the holidays a few items 
might be used but as far as I am 
concerned none exist. If you 
know of any let me know as other 
readers like to get such informa- 
tion. Naturally handstamp pre- 
cancels from small towns are al- 
most always favors but there are 
those who save them anyway, but 
we do not put much stress on such 
issues nor encourage them.

THE DEALERS OBLIGATION TO STAMP COLLECTORS 

The many instances of questionable stamp issues that have been 
foisted on the stamp collecting public in the past few years leads us 
to write this editorial which we hope the stamp dealers will take in 
the friendly manner in which we intend it to be. 

It is the Obligation and Duty for every publisher of any stamp 
collectors magazine or newspaper to endeavor to 
print for the guidance of the readers, the true facts 
about all stamp issues. The publisher that neglects 
to do this is letting down his readers in a manner 
that is disgraceful to the Philatelic press of the 
world. 

In publishing such facts, the publisher who 
has the courage to print them, is often penalized 
by a dealer by the withdrawal of advertising pa- 
tronage from the publication. 

We have felt this penalty on several occasions 
yet we have continued to print facts which we 
believe should be printed for the protection of the 
collector. We can only continue to carry on as 

Geo. W. Linn’ we have in the past with the hope and belief that 
eventually the stamp dealers as a whole will see the folly of exploit- 
ing or even offering questionable material. There are many thousands 
of legitimate stamps that can be offered and little or no excuse for 
offering anything that is questionable. The sooner the stamp dealers 
of the world band together for the protection of the collector, the man 
on whom they depend for their business and livelihood, just so much 
sooner with stamp collecting attain a higher plane. 

Collectors dislike to be made the goat on any of these deals. All 
spurious stamps coming into the market in quantity originate through 
some dealer source. Can not the dealers realize that the paltry dollars 
obtained for such stamps are but few in comparison to what they get 
in their legitimate trade and can not the dealers realize that these 
spurous issues oten ruin their trade with customers who have had 
faith in them, if not being the cause of making some collectors so 
disgusted that they quit the field entirely. 

Not all dealers are guilty of offering these questioned items and it 
is to these that we especially appeal, appeal that they lead the move- 
ment to see that offered items are legitimate items. Many of these 
questionable items get little play in the advertising columns of our 
paper for our outspoken condemnation of many of them lead those 
who offer them to make their offers through other sources, thus we 
lose business that goes to others. 

When the Washington Bicentennials were in issue we printed a 
story which broke up the Nebraska Special Delivery Racket by which 
it was possible to get superb, lightly canceled blocks of this set at a 
fraction of face value. This was true of any other commemoratives in 
use at that time. Our publication of the story caused the immediate 
withdrawal of advertisements from our paper and the apparent use 
of larger space in other papers which refused to print the facts that 
we gave them. Later developments resulted in an investigation by the 
P. O. Department and a*change in the Special Delivery system which 
broke up the rackets. ” 

Our publication of the Philippine story in November 1943 men- 
tioned the names of several dealers who were then offering the booklet 
pages. One of these dealers, a Pennsylvania dealer, became highly in- 
dignant and withdrew his advertising from our columns after con- 
demning us by personal letter. 

Anyone who read the story we printed can readily see that we 
did not condemn the dealers who offered the stamps but stated that 
some dealer had been on his toes and pulled a very bright bit of 
business. 

We did question the legitimacy of the stamps and stated that the 
true facts would probably come out some day and now that has come 
to pass. 

Pit appears that the Philippine Agency at Washington sold the 
entire issue of these stamps which they reprinted to a single party 
who proceeded to milk collectors to the best of his ability. What 
became of the other booklet which was printed and what became of 
the other items which were never offered at the Agency? It is 
quite probable that the Airmail stamps as well as the 20 Peso stamps 
have long since passed into the market for they would hardly be 
told as being different than their predecessors, but the 2c booklet 
page overprinted commonweaJth has not turned up and we naturally 
wonder it some day this stamp may not appear, 

It is for reasons like this that we appeal to the stamp dealer of 
America to set themselves up as a protective board to scrutinize 
stamp issues and endeavor to keep them clean for they are the ones 
who market the material and too many “rapes” of the collectors 
pocketbook with issues such as the recent “Richelieu” and other 
questionable items will do far more harm than good to the stamp 
trade and if the Stamp Dealers Association does nothing else than 
police these practices it will have given collectors a greater reason 
for its existence than has yet been apparent.

14, 1943, and consisted of 10,000 
copies each cf the 1941 air mails 
—8, 20 and 60 centavo and 1 peso 
values. 

Further orders were canceled 
when inquiries covering the 
legitimacy of the reprints reached 
high officials. 

Meanwhile a representative of 
the Philippine resident commis- 
sioner had told The Star: “There 
has been no necessity for reprints 
because we have plentiful sup- 
plies of all the stamps on sale at 
the Philippine Philatelic Agency.” 

Questions addressed to the U. S. 
treasury department regarding the 
rumors coincidentally were re- 





ferred to the Philippine resident 
commissioner. 

The face or sales value of the 
reprints totals $85,740. Whether 
the whole of that sum has been 
realized from collectors’ purchas- 
es, of course, is problematical. 

A mystery in detail is consti- 
tuted by the reprinting of the 
single pane of 100 copies of the 
small 20-peso Arms of the City 
of Manila stamp, Scott’s No. 432. 
The cost of such an operation 
must have been heavy since it 
would involve cleaning a_ press 
twice as well as special “make 
ready” of the plate. Selling in the 
open market at $17.50 each. 100 
in sheet form, might bring $2.000. 

Leading Yashington philatelists, 
when informed of the transactions, 
disclosed at Secretary Ickes’ Ye- 
cauest. agree’ that the reprints 
should be withdrawn from sale 
immediately. Al! the stamps of the 
Philippine Commonwealth, it was 
said. mav be rendered suspect by 
the validity of a de facto govern- 
ment. The administration of Mr 
Quezon has been “continued” _by 
act of congress. but it is “‘in exile 
and has no power to enter into 
any contract for the transporta- 
tion of mail so long as the Japa- 
nese military authorities are in 
control of the Philippine Islands. 
Its right to revive exhausted 
sets of stamps dating back to 
1934 likewise is denied by col- 
lectors. 

(A Later Report) = 

The reprints sold by the Philip- 
pine Philatelic Agency, 1617 Mas- 
sachusetts avenue, N. W.. since 
the “conquest” of the Philippine 
Islands by Japan probably will 
be catalogued as such. 

Hugh M. Clark, editor of the 
Scott series of philatelic publi- 
cations, when notified of the 
disclosures published -by_ The 
Star, said: My present feeling is 
that. if it is possible to distin- 
guish between the carly and the 
late printings, the laatte printings 
should be noted in the catalogue 
as reprints, coupled with suitable 
information as to how to dis- 
tinguish. I most assuredly am of 
the opinion that these late items 
are not true governmental is- 
sues and have a decidedly differ- 
ent standing from the regular 
ones.” ‘ 

A complete and thorough in- 
vestigation of the Philippine 
Philatelic Agency, meanwhile, is 
demanded by collectors who have 
bought thousands of dollars’ 
worth of “made-to-order” adhe- 
sives since the fall of Bataan and 
Corregidor and the flight of 
the high officials of the Quezon 
administration to the United 
States. 

Not every variety of the re- 
prints, it has become known, ac- 
tually has been placed on sale 
to ordinary patrons. The Philip- 
pine Philatelic Agency received 
from the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing on May 14, 10,000 
sets of the 1941 air mails— 8, 20 
and 60 centavo and 1 peso val- 
ues. None of these has been re- 
ported offered to average custo- 
mers at the Philippine Philatelic 
Agency office. 

The same observation applies 
to the 100 20-peso stamps of 1937, 
delivered March 30, 1942, and to 
the 8,000 booklets—192,000 2- 
centavo stamps, series of 1934 
and series of 1941, delivered

Recent sales lists of the Philip- 
pine Philatelic Agency ignore al- 
together the commemoratives for 
the fourth cnniversary of the 
Philippine Commonwealth—2, 6 
and 12c. Triumphal Arch; 2, 6 
and 12c, Malacanan Palace, and 
2, 6 and 12 Pres. Quezon Taking 
to of Office—delivered March 


If these were sold, they must 
have gone to dealers or specula- 
tors in “job” lots. The Philippine 
Philatelic Agency certainly had 
them. Inquiries concerning what 
became of them brought no sat- 
isfactory reply. 

As to discernible differences 
between the authentic stamps of 
the Philippine Commonwealth 
and the reprints, lacal collectors 
who have compared specimens 
find the following distinctions: 

_1935, 4c, woman and carabao, 
different shade of green in re- 
prints; 

1935, 8¢, pearl fishing, red vio- 
let instead of violet; 

1935, 12c, salt spring, possible 
new plate, clearer impressions; 
1935, 16c Magellan Janding, pos- 
sible new plate, deeper blue; 
1935, 25c, rice terraces, pos- 
sible new plate, clearer impres- 
sions; 

1936, 12c, portrait of Mr. Que- 
zon, first anniversary of the 
commonwealth, much bluer shade 
of blue; 

1937, 36c, map, Eucharistic 
Congress, deeper violet. 

Copies of both “old” and “new” 
printings are to be submitted to 
scientific examination by color 
experts this week, 

“For the time being” no fur- 
ther counter business will be 
done at the Philippine Philatelic 
Agency. 

It is understood that Presi- 
dent Quezon is in Florida and 
that a full report on the protest- 
ed reprints is to be made to him. 

That seems to be the whole 
story thus far. Mr. Clark says 
the stamps should be catalogued 
as reprints if they can be distin- 
guished as such. That is a diffi- 
cult problem in some instances, 
possibly practical in others. 

It should be noted that it is 
stated that there were some 
stamps printed which were not 
offered collectors. These were 
Scott number C9 to C12 of the 
1941 airmail set, Number 432, the 
20 peso stamp of 1937. also two 
different booklet stamps. One of 
these of the 2c number 383 with 
overprint “COMMONWEATH,” 
which would make it Scott Num- 
ber 411 and then the 2¢ green 
booklet which came into the mar- 
ket, this is number 462. 

In our issue of November 26 
we questioned the legitimacy of 
this booklet. We wrote the Resi- 
dent Commissioner at Washing- 
ton and got no satisfaction, 
rather a “brush off”. 

It now seems evident that some 
“bright” dealer got the whole 
works in this booklct. that he 
evidently fed some out to others 
and the facts to verify this will 
either have to come from an in- 
vestigation of the Agency or 
from an admission of that fact by 
the dealer who got the stamps. 

Can it also be possible that the 
other booklet page as well as the 
other items mentioned above as 
not being offered at the Agency 
were also let out to one party? 

If this is the case, the stink is 
even greater for such practices 
are no longer considered a pro- 
per method. We trust that a full 
investigation will bring out all 
the facts.

Joplin, Missouri, was scheduled 
to be added to AM-26 as a new 
wartime stop between Tulsa, Ok- 
lahoma and Kansas City, Missouri, 
on Saturday, February 19th. On 
the same date, Joplin was sched- 
uled to be reinstated on Amer- 
ican airline’s AM-30 between Tul- 
sa and St. Louis, Mo. The flight 
via AM-26 will be a new first 
flight, and consequently eligible 
for catalogue listing, but the 
flight via AM-30 was previously 
flown (on October 26, 1936) and 
consequently this flight is just a 
resumption of service. Since this 
column is being written prior to 
the date of the flight, I eannot 
give you any information about 
it now; but will give it as soon as 
it is available. 





The Indianapolis, Indiana, Mu- 
nicipal Airport have been renam- 
ed “Weir Cook Airport” in honor 
of the late Col. H. Weir Cook, who 
was killed in a plane crash in the 
South Pacific on March 21, 1943. 
To commemmorate this event, the 
airport will be redidicated on 
Tuesday, March 21, 1944. As yet 
I have no information as to the 
possibility of any special cachets 
on the Airport Dedication covers. 
Never-the-less, covers sent to the 
Chamber of Commerce at Ind- 
ianapolis (with a request that they 
be held for and mailed at the ded- 
ication) will probably be held 
until the event takes place, and if 
there is a cachet, it will probably 
be spplied to these covers. 


Effective Wednesday, February 
9, 1944, National Airline’s AM-31 
was extended southward from its 
present terminal at Miami, Fla, 
to a new temporary wartime ter- 
minal at Key West, Florida. This 
flight was originally scheduled for 
February list. but was postponed 
at the last minute until the 9th. 

As usual, there were no special 
official cachets applied to any of 
the first flight covers (in line with 
the Post Office Dept’s. wartime 
policy.) However, Mr. E. C. 
Howe, the General Auditor of 
National Airlines, Inc., designed 
and sponsored a private cachet 
which he applied to all covers 
sent to him in time for the flight. 
This cachet consists of an outline 
of the state of Florida. Inside of 
the outline is a dotted line show- 
ing National Airline’s route 
through Florida, with a heavy 
solid line indicating the new Mi- 
ami-Key West extension. In the 
area which could best be describ- 
ed as the Gulf of Mexico is the 
silhoutte of a Lockheed Lodestar 
airliner, similar to those used 
by National Airlines. To the left 
of the plane are the words 
“FIRST FLIGHT * from * MI- 
AMI to KEY WEST * NATIONAL

Mr. Howe ap- 
plied this cachet ir. blue ink. The 
same cachet was applied to cov- 
ers sent to the Postmaster at Mi- 
ami in black ink; but was not ap- 
plied to any covers sent to the 
Key West Postmaster. 

All of the covers which I have 
seen so far have been cancelled 
with hand cancels, and all were 
naturally cancelled on February 
9th. The covers at Miami were 
cancelled at 9-AM, and those at 
Key West were cancelled at 1l- 
AM. Those from Miami addressed 
care of General Delivery at Key 
West received a backstamp con- 
sisting of a handstamp “KEY 
WEST, FLA. REC’D. FEB. 9 1-30 
PM 1944,” while those from Key 
West addressed care of General 
Delivery at Miami received the 
regular General Delivery back- 
stamp at Miami (in magenta ink) 
dated February 10, 1944. 

As soon as I get the figures of 
the quantity of covers cancelled, 
I'll print them in thi§ column. 

Incidently, Mr. Howe writes me 
that he has been receiving over 
100 covers per day since the flight 
has taken place, and since they 
are too late for the flight, he has 
been returning them in a Nat- 
ional Airlines Envelope franked 
with their commercial slogan on 
it. 

Effective with their March 
meeting (which will be held on 
March 10th,) the Metropolitan 
Airmail Cover Club will hold their 
meetings on the fourth floor of 
225 West 46th street (just West of 
Broadway) New York City, in- 
stead of on West 44th street 
where they had been meeting for 
the past two years.
